LETTER FROM HONOLULU

Editor The Gazette: This is a warm 


lovely summer moining, and us I um 
pitting here under the cocoanut treec, 
I stop to think of my dear old hume 
state, Wisconsin, and my dear fm-nds 
of bygone days, and wish to send 
through The Gazette, Aaloha Oe and 
Aloha Mi to one and all. Aloha is the 
universal word of greeting in Hawaii, 
and really means every kindnees, as my 
love to you. 
It is an old and good 


natured custom of the natives and it is 
pleasant as you pass along the roads on 
foot or horse back to be met with a 
smile and cheerful greeting. 
Aloha 


Mi signify much love and welcome, 
while when its Aloha Oe, it is friend- 
ship and gentle ki idness. 
A native 


begins his letters with Aloha and ends 
with the same, and on calling at a 
native's home you use the same ex- 
pression on arrival and departure. 
They are a very kind hearted race of 
people and from the poor to the richest, 
the great and small, all they need to 
do is to put their fingers on to any 
thing with music, and start to sing and 
you will forget where you are, being 
lost in sweet sounds. A true Hawaiian 
will put all his spare time in with 
music. They are also great surf riders 
on boards and in canoes. It is a won- 
derful sight to see them stand up and 
waltz on the boards and also stand on 
their heads while riding through surf, 
which rolls from 5 to 7 feet high. This 
sport is carried on mostly at what is 
called the Outrigger club, at Waikiki 
beach. 
I also saw the "poi" made 


with the old board and stone maul, as 
they used years ago. Poi is made out 
of the root of a plant called Turo. 
It 


is a large root, like a lily bulb, and 
grows in a pool of water. They have 
the 1 and 2 finger poi and its a good 
drinK. They also have native feasts 
for an excursion and are called Lu-wa. 
Everything is cooked in ashes, 
and 


covered to steam with teoki leaves, 
which is a seasoning like mint. 
As a 


Lu-wa you are supposed to eat with 
your fingers and enjoy raw fish, and 
there will be dozens of kinds. 
Then 


they have roast pig, and the drink of 
the Hawaiian is gin. 


There are some large sugar mills 


icre, two of which cost over five mil- 
lion dollars each. It takes nine months 
for the first sugar crop and eighteen 
months for the second crop. Then they 
iiust plant new seed. There is also a 
3ig pineapple cannery, where over a 
million cans are put up each season. 
It is a beautiful sight to see a field of 
apples just as they are ready to be 
canned, the green and yellow making a 
very pretty picture, and the fruit is 
delicious when freshly picked. Then 
comes the banana fields. 
They are 


planted in beds, lifted up quite high, 
md ditches on all sides that are kept 
511ed with water. It takes 9 months 
for bananas to grow and ripen. Cocoa- 
nuts grow everywhere, and a fresh 
cocoanut is to be enjoyed. Each year 
a cocoanut tree puts on one ring around 
it, and if this be true, as the natives 
claim, there are trees 140 years old 
here. There are not as many flowers 
here as one would expect, but the green 
foliage is very beautiful. 
The palm 


drives are sights one will not soon 
forget. The city of Honolulu baa a 
pcpulation of about 60,000 and is a 
very pretty place, with much wealth 
and good business. The people are all 
very religious. In order to hold a good 
position or get one, you must be in 
church circles. 
The Japanese and 


Chinese do the work. 
They have a 


fruit here called the Mapawa. 
In 


shape and color it is somewhat like a 
muskmelon and has the taste of pepsin. 
being a very healthy fruit. The chief 
places of interest are the Pail and 
Puncbbow, Diamond Head and Hale- 
iwa. The latter is 55 miles from Hon- 
olulu, on the Oahu railroad, where the 
surf rolls 20 feet high. 
Nearly every 


way for 15-to 20 miles the roads are 
like a paved street. 
Motor cars are 


numerous, and the Pali drive is beauti- 
ful. You go up 15 hundred feet and 
look down the valley. Here is where 
many lives have been lost by driving 
over the edge. 


Christmas day was very warm. 
In 


the forenoon, under the palms and 
Chinese bean trees, they had a Christ- 
mas tree for the poor children, fifteen 
hundred little hearts being made 
happy. Ibis too is also called Mav- 
keaina tree, meaning a stranger with 
good cheer. They use fireworks in 
celebrating Christmas and it seemed 
like the 4th of July to me. 
In the 


afternoon we had a real old fashioned 
thunder storm and I imagined I was in 
Wisconsin for a time. On New Year 
there was the usual noise that all 
towns have. 
I return to Seattle in 


February on the S. S. Makura of the 
Canadina-Australian Royal Mail line 
and hope the year 1910 will be the ban- 
ner year for old Wisconsin, and all my 
old time friends.

A poker, coal 
hod—two of the latter, one used for 
ashes, the other for coal— will be need- 
ed, and possibly a shovel for coal will 
be necessary; also two or three chairs, a 
table and a cover for it and a lamp if 
electricity is tbe lighting agent,, for 
economy must be practiced in the 
ligming of a house. 


Wooden spoons and tin ones, large 


and small knues. forks, etc.. may be 
bought In large numbers. Butter pad- 
dles for balls are wanted to make that 
table commodity look attractive. An 
Ice pick, one garbage can or perhaps 
two and a brush and shovel for the 
sink are also necessary.

need for clothespins, line and basket, 
as well as washboard and boiler, al- 
though In apartments where the wa- 
ter is very hot the tin cooker Is not 
always required. 


A young housekeeper whose new

ROOTS FOR THE STOCK. 


They Arc Con»id«r«d Best at Succulent 


•nd Supplementary Feeds. . 


The average fanner pays little or 


no attention to roots, but they are 
worthy of some attention, for they 
stand high a.s succulent and «upple- 
mentnry foods. You cannot value roots 
Kolely by the nutriment they contain. 
They aid In digestion uud assimilation 
of dry food and contribute to the 
healthfulness of all animals so fortu- 
nate a.s to get them. If fruits are of

roots and grasses have a place iu feed- 
ing farm animals. 


Carrots may he fed to horses and 


sheep, sugar beefs and turnips to dry 
cattle and lambs, and dairy cattle nnd 
hogs relish them all. To withhold 
succulence, nature's great provision for 
thrift and health, is to lessen profits. 


Carrots are slightly harder to grow 


than beets, but they are the best feed. 
Sow the seeds in rows about two and 
one-half feet apart. The rows should 
be ridged slightly, as this facilitates 
their culture. It is better, perhaps, to 
sow rather thickly, so as to insure a 
good stand. 
Wheu the young plants 


are a few inches high harrow the 
ground with a light harrow for weed 
destruction and for thinning purposes. 
It will require only a hasty going over 
to put the carrot patch in shape to de- 
stroy weeds and leave the plants six 
to eight inches apart. 
A horse culti- 


vator will complete the work 
The 


large stock varieties are. of course, to 
be preferred to the fine grain—the gar- 
den kind. 


Turnips are cultivated in the same 


way. but they come later in the season. 
The Swede variety should be selected. 
Turnips may be sown broadcast, but 
for large yields the row method is pre- 
ferred. 
Mangels are grown with the 


least difficulty, but they are not so 
good as carrots or turnips. For sheep 
roots are almost indispensable.

Amassing a fortune of $100,000 by

ELLIS. OHIO'S G. O. P. BOSS 


Wade H. Ellis, "trust buster" and old foe of 


the Standard Oil Company, IB going to boss the 
Republican party in Ohio.

Democrats say Ellis resigned his job as assist- 


ant to the attomey general of the United States 
to return to Ohio, where he was attorney general 
several years, because Oov.

As he was leaving the White House Mr. Ellis was stopped by -a member 


of the Ohio delegation In the house, who heard the news of his resignation 
with surprise. 


"What Induced you to do it?' the member inquired. 
"Well, party expediency, largely. 
We are going to try to harmonize 


Ohio Republican factions." 


"Harmonize!" exclaimed the Ohio statesman. "Isn't that rather an un- 


happy way to put it?" 


Mr. Ellis looked puzled for a moment; then he laughed. "In view of 


Gov. Harmon's prominence, I suppose it is," he assented. "Probably I'd bet- 
ter say that we hope to 'unify' the factions." 


Mr. Ellis says he wants it clearly understood that his resignation does 


not mean that he "desires or expects to be a candidate for any office what- 
ever, either now or later; nor," he adds, "will any influence I may have be 
used for or against any candidate for a Republican nomination in Ohio, and 
I have no doubt such nominations will express the fair, free choice of the 
Republicans of the state " 


RETURNS FROM ANT-ARCTIC 


Had Dr. Jean M. Charcot succeeded In reach- 


Ing the south pole his feat would have been far 
greater than that of Commander Peary, discov- 
erer of the "top of the earth," for It Is said there 
are many difficulties to overcome in the antarctic 
regions that are not found in the arctic. 


Dr. Charcot is a wealthy French scientist and 


a recognized explorer and France felt that the 
honor of discovering the- "bottom of the world" 
had every chance of coming to her with a man so 
well equipped as Charcot making the attempt. 
But brief word has been flashed from Punta Are- 
nas, the city farthest south on the South Ameri- 
can continent, that Charcot had passed there on 
the Pourquoi Pas Sound for home after failing 
to reach the south pole, although be has made 
some valuable discoveries in the antarctic re- 


gions. Pourquoi Pas, the name of Charcot's ship, in French means "Why not." 
Charcot left for the Antarctic in 1908 and was equipped with everything 
money could buy to help him find the pole. 


There are no intelligent Eskimos in the Antarctic; no hardy dogs like 


the Eskimos have. There is little land that is not bleak and desolate. Wal- 
rus, narwhal, polar bear and smaller game like eider duck, ptarmigan and 
hare, are scarce at the south pole. 


As opposed to the leads of water, which baffle north polar travelers, there 


is the huge, majestic ice barrier of the southernmost ocean. 


There is nothing like this ice wall in all the world. Sheer and sharp it 


rises out of the ocean 300 feet high, Its walls as smooth and as level as glass. 
The midnight sun, reflected against its sides, throws its sheen for hundreds 
of miles in the polar deep. 


There was much suffering among Charcot's men during the many months 


in the Antarctic regions, scurvy and heart disease being the chief ailments. 
The scientific observations were conducted with the greatest care and thus 
the object of the expedition was in part realized. 


Dr. Charcot found that the automobile is not adaptable to use in the 


antarctic regions. The great icebergs are impassable and he found it useless 
to attempt to get over or around them in the motor machines which he took 
along with him on the Pourquoi Pas. 


The failure of Dr. Charcot to reach the goal has added new zest to the 


jjJans of the Shackleton and Scott expeditions in England and the proposed 
Peary trip in this country.

A STRIKING PORTRAIT. 


DIGS INTO CHICAGO GRAFT 


Charles Edward Merriam, a University of Chi- 


cago political science professor, who "went into 
politics," became an alderman and then chairman 
of the "Chicago commission on city expenditures," 
is the leader of the investigation into charges of 
municipal graft, such as the alleged 145,000 shale 
rock steal of a city sewer contractor, "coal ring 
frauds." "smoke inspecting scandal," and other 
charges of graft alleged against the Chicago Fire 
Appliance Company, the Cummings Foundry Com- 
pany, etc. 


These companies and individuals, which have 


had dealings with the city and have been publicly 
charged with graft, will have a chance to explain 
to "the Merriam commission" just how much 
truth th«re is in these charges.

Based on the census of 1900, it is 


estimated by the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tu- 
bfrculosis that nearly 100,000 children 
now in school will die of tuberculosis 
before they are 18 years of age, or 
that about 6.400 die annually' from

to $1,152,000. According to investiga- 
tions made in New York, Boston and 
Stockholm, the percentage of children 
who are afflicted with tuberculosis is 
much larger than the death rate would 
indicate.

falsehood and disloyalty to Preaident 
Taft and declared that Mr. Balllnger 
should be dismissed from the aervlce. 


The introduction of Mr. Pinchot'a 


sensational statement waa followed by 
the swearing of the former forester 
as a witness. 


The statement which Mr. Pinchot 


read with dramatic effect outlined the 
atory which he expects to relate in 
detail before his testimony is com- 
pleted. 


"When this story has been told," 


said Mr. Pincbot without raising his 
voice or indicating that he regarded it 
other than a mere 
matter-of-fact 


preface, "and the witnesses whom I 
shall ask you to call bare been heard, 
you will realize that the interests of 
the people are not safe in Mr. Bal- 
linger'a hands, and ,tbat the country 
will demand of thi» committee a ver- 
dict in harmony with the general con- 
viction that the secretary of the in- 
terior has been unfaithful both to the

METHOD OF CURING CLOVER 


Practice of Main* Agricultural liiparl 


mant Station In Caring for Hay 


Crop with Little Waata. 


(BY PROF. O. W. UOWELL.) 


The practice of tbe Maine agricul- 


tural experiment station In 
curing 


clover !• to mow it. when there la a 
prospect of dry weather for a couple 
of days and when it it free from water 
or dew and let it lie as cut that day. 
or. if It has wilted somewhat on the 
surface, turn it by hand or tedder Just 
before night. 


If not turned the first afternoon It 


is turned or teddered the second day 
and again toward noon. 


In the afternoon of the second day 


it is put into cocks about fire feet 
high. Ordinarily it is wilted at this 
time, but if the weather has turned 
dark or the clover is very heavy, por- 
tions of it are liable to be unwilted. 
In which case the cocks are made' 
smaller. 


The cocks are made by using small 


forkfuls flattened out so that it will 
come off in layers when handled again. 


As it cures it settles, and unless the 


cocks are high in proportion to their 
width they will flatten out, which is 
wrong. 


The walls are kept perpendicular 


three-fourths of the way up and then 
gradually drawn in. Much time need 
not be consumed 
in 
making 
the 


bunches, as it is quickly done. 


One condition is 
imperative—the 


clover must go into the cock free from 
rain or dew. It can be safely cocked 
when containing lots of water from its 
own juices, but not when even a little 
moist from water. 


We allow it to stand in cocks three 


or four days, or longer, before disturb- 
ing it. On a day in which the air Is 
dry we open up the bunches so that 
the air can draw through them, and 
usually after about two hours* expo- 
sure the hay is ready to draw to the 
barn. It is not necessary to tear It 
apart and wear It out. as It readily 
parts with its own moisture, which is 
chiefly near the center and the bot- 
tom of the bunches. 


If rain falls while the clover is in 


the bunch it does not wet It deeply 
after the bunches have been made for 
a few hours. When rain comes we let 
the bunches alone and the water dries 
out of itself when 
sound weather 


comes again. 


To successfully cure clover or other 


fodder plants in this way it is essen- 
tial to let the cocks alone and allow 
them to cure and dry out undisturbed. 


Clover thus cured and aired out just 


before putting into the barn does not 
burn in the mow or come out dusty. 
In midwinter a handful from the mow 
can be twisted into a knot without 
breaking the stocks or wringing off 
the leaves. 


We also cure green oats and peaS 


in the same way. Out of 32 tons 
weighed into the barn one year and 
fed out In winter all of the oats made 
from it by the cattle were collected 
and saved in one stack. 


This method of curing succeeds ia 


ordinary weather. Of course heavy, 
prolonged rains mean defeat to this or 
any system unless the bunches are 
covered with cloth or fiber caps.

Lemon Fritters.—Peel two lemon-, 


remove all the white skin and cut Into 
crosswise slices. Take out the seeds, 
dip each slice into a stiff batter and 
fry a golden brown in deep fat. Serve 
with lemon sauce. 


Fruit Fritters.—One cup of sweet 


milk, two eggs, one tablespoonful 
sugar, pinch of salt, two cups of flour, 
one teaspoon baking powder. Add ap- 
ple cut in thin slices and fry on grid- 
dle. 
Nice with sauce. 


Puffet—One cup sugar, one-half cup 


butter, creamed together, two eggs 
wfll beaten, and one cup of sweet 
milk, 2V2 cups of flour, with two heap- 
ing 
teaspoons baking powder and a 


little salt. 
The mixture should be 


stiffen than cake. Bake in a shallow 
well-greased pan 35 or 40 minute1. 
Split and serve hot with butter. 


Supper 
Novelties. — Confectionery 


and fancy cakes are being used for 
supper novelties now instead of tlie 
favorite crackers, although these lat- 
ter are not banished entirely from par- 
ties. There are eclairs, lady fingers, 
tartiettes, fruit and even fish and 
small game made of paper or papier 
rnache, and looking for all the world 
like the real sweets. But inside thefee 
dainties are tucked paper caps after 
the style of the better known supper 
party confections. 


Eggless Cake.—In these days of 


high priced eggs, the following recipe 
for apple sauce cake, without eggs, 
will be appreciated, as it has been 
tested and found to be excellent. One 
cupful of sugar, one-half 
cupful "of 


butter, one cupful of unsweetened ap- 
ple sauce, with one scant teaspoonful 
of soda stirred into it; 1% cupfuls of 
flour, one-half teaspoonful of salt, one- 
half teaspoonful of cloves, one tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon, one cupful of 
raisins, chopped and mixed with the 
flour. Bake as a loaf cake and ice. 


Fried Smelts. 


If large or selected smelts are or- 


dered the cost will be much higher 
than if they are bought by the pound, 
taking all sizes as they come. Clean, 
remove the fins and leave the heads. 
Beat an egg, add a tablespoon of 
water to make it go farther. 
Cover 


each fish with the egg, lift out with 
two forks and roll In fine bread 
crumbs; fry in deep fat in a frying 
basket. 
Some 
tastes 
prefer 
the 


smelts rolled in fine cornmeal instead 
of the egg and crumbs. 


Serve with sauce tartare in lemon 


cups. Cut lemons In halves, remove 
the pulp, notch the edge with scissors 
and drop into cold water until needed. 


For the sauce use two egg yolks, 


one-half cup of olive oil, three table- 
spoons of vinegar, one tablespoon of 
mustard and one teaspoon each of 
sugar, salt and onion juice and one- 
quarter teaspoon of pepper. Put "the 
dry ingredients Into a chilled bowl 
with the egg yolks and beat five min- 
utes, then add the oil a few drops at 
a time until it Is thick, then add the 
vinegar and remainder of the oil al- 
ternately until all is used. 
When 


ready to use the sauce stir in - the 
chopped pickles. 


Arrange the fish on a platter, with 


the heads and tails alternating, and 
set the lemon cups at each end in a 
neat of parsley. 


Plain Batter.
